W a s h in g t o n , 
November 
25th.—’Third 
Assistant Postmaster-General Hazen, in his 
annual report to the Postmaster-General, 
refers to the encouraging outlook for the 
current year, and says that there is scarcely 
a doubt that it will rfalize s'ill greater im ­ 
provement in postal revenue. The labor 
troubles were s ttl»l early in the year, and 
a fair degree ot prosperity has attended the 
business of the country during the past 
lew m onths, and all indications at the 
present tim e look to its continuance, if not 
to still further improvement. None of the 
sources of postal revenue have been injuri­ 
ously, affected by the changes during the 
present year. The reduction in the rate of 
postage on second-class m atter, and the in­ 
crease in the limited weight of first-class 
m atter, have been in effect since the 1st of 
July, 1883, and accordingly the revenue 
will not suffer front these sources. In com­ 
paring the present with the past fiscal year, 
the report says that additional revenue 
may he expected from the extension of the 
special delivery system, the admission of 
liquids as mail matter, and the important 
reduction in the price of stamped envelopes 
under the contract recently entered into for 
the next fiscal year, ending June 30, 1888. 
H e estimates *he deficiency in the revenue 
to he supplied out of the general Treasury 
as $4,729,333. which is oniy $821,014 more 
than the am ount charged to the Treasury 
for the year ended June 30, 1884. 
K luine F eels A ggrieved. 
N ew Y o rk , November 25tb.—The Blaine- 
Edruunds episode continues to be the polit­ 
ical talk of the day, on account of the per­ 
sistence with which Frank H attan and 
others of the younger members of the 
A rthur (action have persisted in parading 
it, seeming to have an idea that it would 
injure Elaine. 
Hon. Stephen Elkins,when 
asked the reason of Elaine’s action, saul he 
did not know anything further than that 
there had just come to Uiaine’s attention a 
letter written by Edm unds, in which he 
explained his refusal to speak in the lilaine 
campaign of 1884, on the ground that he 
was inim ical to Blaine, and, in f.ict, had 
brought in question the character of Blaine. 
It has come out already, in the discussion 
of the Blainc-Edmunds episode, that dur­ 
ing the recent canvass of Senator Edmunds 
for re-election his friends appealed directly 
to Blaine to restrain the Blaine men of 
Verm ont from attacking Edmunds, and 
that Blaine counseled his friends to peace 
and harm ony.

in Ireland is true, and much of it is due to 
his aide, Colonel Turner,

high authority in Kerry finds fault w ith 
his w ithdraw al of the police protection 
from certain persons in that county, which 
the w riter thinks injudicious, though he 
adm its that raids and m oonlight outrages 
have alm ost ceased.

The writer considers it the result of two 
causes—one being that members of the 
secret societies, aware that informers are 
abroad, distrust one another, and do not 
bring themselves w ithin the reach of the 
law. The other is the widespread belief that 
General Buffer's police act prom ptly when 
m eeting with moonlighters,with a certainty 
of reward in proportion to their zeal, anij 
while outrages against the person are thus 
diminishing, the writer complains that, as 
regards rent, the landlords—in order to 
enforce paym ent—m ust be able not only to 
evict, but to hol'd possession after evictions. 
Unless care be taken and m aintained the 
evicted tenant invariably goes back, takes 
up his quarters—usually in some out-house 
—feeds his cattle 
on 
the 
land with­ 
out 
liability of arrest, and leaves the 
landlord 
to 
meet 
the 
rates 
and 
taxes. 
The 
evicted 
tenant, 
also, 
becomes an object of popular sym pathy 
and receives, besides out-uoor relief from 
the Union, assistance from the National 
League. The landlord has only one of 
three courses. 
If he evicts again he incurs 
the law, costs and expenses over again, 
only to find the evicted tenants come back 
as before; or, the landlord may proceed 
against the tenant for forcibly entry, when 
the case m ust be tried before a jury, with 
the result that the tenant is usually ac­ 
quitted and goes back to the land with the 
applause of his neighbors. 
The third 
remedy 
of the landlord 
is to sum ­ 
mon for trespass. To succeed on such 
sum m ons a care-taker who knows the farm 
and evicted tenant, and his cause m ust ap­ 
pear to prove trespass. So the care taker is 
the only hope, and he cannot be found 
without the strongest assurance that the 
authorities will protect his life. 
It is the 
landlords’ complaint of General Buffer 
that he exercises dispensing power by 
granting protection to some care-takers and 
refusing it to others, notwithstanding the 
General's denial in the Times is firmly as­ 
serted.

ARBOR DAY AND A REGRET. 


“ Arbor Day ” is to be observed at San 
Francisco to-morrow. 
It will receive very 
little attention in the interior, for the very 


good reason that the date is too early, 


especially for planting along the high­ 
ways. 


W e may say, without offensive egotism, 
that no journal in the State has given 
more attention to the subject of “ forestry” 
than the R e c o r d - U n i o n . 
A decade ago 
it drew attention to the need of checking 
the destruction of our forests, and at fre­ 
quent intervals has labored to inform the 
public mind upon the important relation 
between tree-planting and growing forests, 
and the agriculture, temperature, drain­ 
age, river preservation and general pros­ 
perity of given sections. 


W hen Mr. Joaquin Miller, acting under 
a happy inspiration and moved by praise­ 
worthy ambition, proposed to inaugurate 


popular tree-planting in California with 
some ceremony and more of 
practical 


work, we heartily commended the move­ 
ment as in line with the years of advocacy 
of arboriculture on the part of the R eco rd - 


I ' n i o n . 
But wheu he proposed as early a 
date as October, and secured the kindly 


acquiescence of General Howard, and the 
remarkable approval of the Secretary of 


the Forestry Commission, M r. Foreman, 
who should have been better informed, we 
could not refrain from entering a protest. 


It was, however, first done by private com­ 


munication from this office, and as a result 
Kovember 27th was fixed upon by Mr. 
Miller. 
This date, as a Red Bluff' con­ 
temporary remarked, was still too early for 
the interior, for “ Washington’s Birthday, 
February 22d, would be about the right 
date to insure success in the valleys.” 
It 
was useless, however, to protest further 
for Mr. Adolph Sutro, who. endowed the 
movement very liberally,declared that his 
experience approved the November date. 
It probably justifies that time for the im­ 


mediate coast climate, but is out of season 
for all the Sacramento valley, while any 
date suitable for the valleys would be just 
as convenient and fitting for the more 
humid climate of the coast. 
The result is, 
that to San Francisco, and possibly a few 
coast sections, will he left the niaror por­ 
tion of the work aud pleasure of inaugu­ 
rating Arbor Day. 
W e sincerely trust it will be eminently 
successful. It ought to succeed in the coast 
line of counties, and wc hope the people, 
wherever the soil is in fit condition, will 
encourage the planting to-morrow. 
In the 


great valleys, where arboriculture is most 
nee led, it will be necessary to fix upon a 
much later date. 
To plant forest or orna­ 
mental trees in the valley now, outside of 
tracts diligently cultivated, would bo a 
waste of energy and money. 


W hile we regret that any disposition 
should have been shown to ignore the 
larger portion of the State in accommo­ 
dating the event to a day that would com­ 
mand the interest of the greater numlx-rof 


the people, we recall the historical fact 
that this disposition of self-assertion is in­ 
grained in the constitution of the average 
San Franciscan, ami wc cannot hope for its 
elimination from that people in a genera­ 
tion. 
Y et so unselfish are the people of 
the interior that their regret docs not take 
the form of 
ill temper. 
They will be 


simply amused to see a State Arbor Day 
inaugurated, with the greater part of the 
State necessarily unengaged in the import­ 
ant ceremony, because of the prohibition of 
nature. 


When the Legislature shall lie called 
upon to !ix a date by law, we apprehend 


that a day will lie named when the plant­ 
ing in the largest |>ossll>le area of Califor­ 
nia can be done with the broadest proba­ 
bilities of successful results being attained, 
in the meantime we hope to witness, as the 
outcome of the ceremonies of to-morrow at 
the Presidio and on Yerba Buena Island, a 
renewed interest in the subject, and the 
practical awakening of all the people to 
the great benefits, material and senti­ 
mental, that flow from the engagement of 
the people in tree-planting. 


ELECTION REFORMS NEEDED. 


The 
remarkable 
discrepancies— dis­ 


closed by the official review— in the tally 


iug by th - election clerks in San Francisco, 
emphasizes the demand for some radical 


reform in our method of canvassing the 
votes for electors. 
A great many proposi­ 
tions have been advanced with reform in 
view, but all are open to some objection. 
A s human trust must be reposed some­ 
where finally, nr matter what safeguards 
are thrown about the ballots, the plan that 
* will involve least of trust, or rather dis­ 


tribute it most, will be the best. 
Of all schemes yet suggested, that of the 


distinct counting board to begin work four 
hours after the first ballot is cast, seems 
most feasible. 
The objection to it is that 
t!ie knowledge of the state of the poll is 
made public during the voting hours. 
But it is possible to reduce this invitation 
to fraud to a low minimum. 
A t the worst, 
we do not 
understand how the system 
could be more faulty than the present 


one, while it certainly can be made much 
better. 
Unquestionably very much of the false 
footing disclosed by the official canvas3 is 


chargeable to the weariness of the election 
clerks, even though there were relays of 
them, as in San Francisco. 
If this is true, 
why then may we not conclude that 
weariness, loss of rest, the use of stimulants 
caused inspectors and judges to “ call off” 
the tickets erroneously ? 
If the clerks 
“ add up” wrongly, how much more likely 


were they to “ tally” wrongly. 
But it is 
said that this is unlikely as there were 
two or more clerks tallying simultaneously. 
True, but when there was error claimed in 
his fellow’s work by one clerk, how often 
has it been demonstrated that no one 


present could be absolutely certain whether 
the claimant or the defendant 
erred. 
Supplement these liabilities to «ir on 


the 
part 
of the 
clerks by the equal 
liability of the judges and inspectors to 
also err in “ calling ” the ballots; add 
then the temptation to defraud, and the 


interests at stake to foster fraud; include 


the clerical incompetency of seven out of 
ten of all the judges, clerks and inspectors 
employed, and foot up, if any can, the 


“ chancee ” of the true voice and the will of 
the people Iteing determined in an elec­ 
tion so close as was that recently held in 
this State. 
By requiring certain clerical and busi­ 
ness 
or scholarly qualifications of all 
election officers; 
by making it a penal of­ 
fense on the part of any member or at­ 
tache of an election board to use intoxi­ 
cating liquors during his service; by es­ 
tablishing a separate counting board to 
canvass as the vote progresses, and rein­ 
forced by relays of clerical belli; by pro­ 
hibiting an election officer to “ call off ” 
or tally more than an hour at a time, with 
a lapse of one hour of rest between each 


two hours of service; by reducing elec­ 
tion districts so that there shall not be 


more than 500 votes in a district or pre­ 
cinct, we will attain very near to a perfect 


system. 
And all these things are feasible ; they 
are not involved ; they are reasonable, and 
will cost no more than the present sys­ 
tem. 
If, as we believe, this can be demon­ 
strated, the reform is at hand that is 


needed. 
It calls only for competency, 
physical ability, sobriety and ordinary 


business regulations. 
. 


MARE 
ISLAND. 


W ith the completion of the great dry 
dock at Mare Island, the largest and best 
owned by the United States Government, 


there is more reason than ever before for 
putting the naval station at the island on 
a better footing. 
It is the only station we 
have on the Pacific coast, and it is unques­ 
tionably defenseless. 
In the event of war 
with a foreign power, an armored ship of 
the best order might not only easily enter 
the Golden Gate, but could seize and de­ 


stroy the works at Mare Island. They de­ 
mand adequate protection, and in addition 
they should be so perfected as to be able 


supplement 
to 
the 
means 
needed 
to protect the 
harbor of 
San Fran­ 


cisco from assault and seizure. 
A naval 
station in name and a dockyard, it ought 
to become a naval station in fact— a forti­ 
fied one, cajiable of fitting out for the 
Government, and of safely housing, the 
equipment needed for the defense of the 


chief port of the Pacific. 
It is idle to say 
that there is no danger of such assault. As 
it is possible, it may become probable. 
Great Britain is fitting Esquimault as a 
fighting port, with earthworks, floating 


batteries, etc. 
The San Francisco Bulletin 
well says: 
“ Esquimault is being fortified 
against us ; not against any one else. 
If it 
is turned into a first-class fortress, with a 
dockyard and arsenal, while we have 


nothing of the kind on this coast, our whole 
Pacific shore lies at the mercy of Great 
Britain in case of war.” 
While the harbor defenses of the Bay of 


San Francisco ought to lie strengthened 
and augmented, and the armament of the 
forts made adequate, Mare Island should 


receive such attention as will enable it to 
equip all the floating defense required, and 
he so protected and armed as to make it a 
secure naval arsenal for the Pacific coast 
possessions of the Government. 


T h e effort to make a great deal of polit­ 


ical capital out of very small material in 
the reported snub of Mr. Edmunds by Mr. 
Blaine, falls to the ground when all the 
facts arc stated. 
The two gentlemen met 


at the funeral of ex-I’residcnt Arthur. 
Mr. Blaine merely entered the room of 
mourning and left it without recognizing 
or saluting anyone, as is very frequently 
the case on such occasions. 
There was no 
hand-shaking, because it is not a polite 
requisite, or even a custom on such occa­ 
sions. 
Indeed, the great majority of peo­ 
ple who meet upon snch mournful occa­ 
sions do not shake hands, or even bow to 
those present whom they know. 
Mr. 
Blaine followed that custom. 
There is 
nothing to show that the failure of the 
two distinguished Republican leaders to 
greet each other as they might have done 
in a drawing-room, had any political sig­ 


nificance whatever— or, indeed, any other 
hearing. 
The average political spy, on the 
look-out for straws, jumps at, conclusions 
and magnifies the most trivial incidents 


into apparently momentous events. 


OUR MEATS. 


C o lo n e l I n g e k s o l l is very inconsistent 
— but that is not new with him. 
Here he 
is indorsing Ilenrv George’s fallacious 


land dogma, and at the same time saying: 
‘ If I had my way, 1 would like to see a 
home of a certain value— that is to say, of 
a reasonable value— exempt not only from 
forced sale for debt, but absolutely exempt 


from taxation, to the end that we might 
have a country filled with homes, because 
I believe that character, and patriotism, 
and virtue are born by the fireside.” Very 
tru e; but how can the eloquent eccentric 
reconcile this view with the creed of Mr.

Californians all bear testimony to 
the fact, that not infrequently incredulity 
is apparent in the countenances of stran­ 
gers who ask for and receive information 
concerning the advantages this State pos­ 
sesses for 
the 
home-seeker. 
Probably 
if the claim should be made that because 
of climate our 


FOOD MEATS ARE BETTER 
Here than east of the Rocky Mountains, we 
would be put down by many Eastern in­ 
quirers as climatically demented. 
Never­ 
theless, it is true, that in the matter of ani­ 
mal food California has claims superior to 
those of the East. 
One of the oldest and 
most experienced butchers and dealers in 
meats in Sacramento, a man oí unques­ 
tioned integrity and great carefulness in 
speech, and whose vocation for thirty years 
has been that of an expert in meats and 
the furnishing and curing of them for 
tables here ana at the East, was asked by 
a R eco rd -U n io n representative, recently, 
how our meats compare with those at the 
East. 
“ They are better,” was the reply. 
“ W hy so?” 
“ Because of the California climate.” 
“ You don’t mean that ?” 
“ But I do.” 
“ w h y a r e t h e y b e t t e r ?” 
“ Because they are healthier.” 
“ Come, now ; 
that is reasoning in a 
circle.” 
“ Perhaps it i s ; but let us see. 
W bat 
stock is liable to be healthiest, that housed 
up or that running free in the air where 
the weather is the reverse of inclement?” 
“ W hy the range cattle of course.” 
“ Well, that’s the kind we have in Cali­ 
fornia and Nevada, and especially iti the 
latter State, for it most largely supplies us 
with cattle for killing.” 
“ Then you mean to say the meat of 
beeves that are unhoused is best ?” 
“ Certainly. The beef cattle run out here 
the whole year round.. If they get any 
shelter all they need is that of a shed-roof 
or tree. 
Y'ou know our cattle are never 
put up in the winter.” 
“ Are they at the East?” 
“ Y’ou know’ they a re ; and stock must 
be put up there a good part of the year, 
and it is fed on hot food, also, in many 
cases.” 
“ DO O IK ANIMALS GET AS FA T?” 
“ Probably n ot; but that is not always 
essential, 
Still, they will average fairly 
with those of the East, 
They have some 
extiaordinary fat cattle there. 
In ’54 I 
helped butcher six head in Missouri, of four- 
year-old steers, the 
average 
weight of 
which was 1,0-44 pounds. 
But that was ex­ 
ceptional, of course.” 
“ In what respect is our meat better?” 
“ Well, as I said, because of its open-air 
growth. 
That shows in the color and fiber 
of the flesh—but only experts, probably, 
notice it. 
1 think it is firmer, and I believe 
the tint of the flesh is lighter, somewhat. 
I know this, that all our beef cattle are 
healthier for the reason I gave, so the meat 
must be better for consumption by human 
beings.” 
“ How about keeping qualities ?” 
“ Yes, that’s another thing. 
W e can 
keep meats better here in hot weather, than 
they can in hot weather at the East.” 
“ W hy is that?” 
“ Because in these valleys the air is clear, 
pure and dry, and our nights are cool. The 
heat of 100 degrees is not so great here, you 
know, as 80 east of the mountains. 


S E E H ER E, BOW , 
There is beef on the hooks to go on the 
blocks to-morrow. 
Well, it was killed last 
Thursday and this is Monday. 
Here are 
quarters to be cut up to-morrow and the 
beef was killed Sunday morning, and this 
is Monday evening.” 
“ But it is November.” 
"Y 'es, that is true. 
In the winter they 
can keep meats at the East far better than 
we can, for we have it moist then. 
But in 
summer we can discount them. 
They will 
kill at 6 or 7 in the evening and send the 
meat to the cutter’s block next morning. 
Of course the refrigerator changes that, but 
then they don’t all have ice as they want. 
Then, too, you must remember that though 
this is November here, it is not cold. 
To­ 
day was autumn warmth. 
It is a fact, that 
at the East we used to bleed calves the 
evening before we killed them.” 
“ W hat for?" 
“ To draw off the blood in order to cool 
them ; to get the animal heat out.” 
"S o , then, at the East meat is eaten 
sooner after killing than it is here?” 
“ Y'es, generally. 
Summer before last 
(1885) I did not have to get ice into the 
shop until June 15th or 16th, and I quit 
using it September 17th. 
So you see only 
about three months did I have to use the 
refrigerator at all. 
Last summer (18S6) T 
used it longer. 
It varies according to con­ 
ditions. 
SW ILL AND STILL .

“ No ; only some one at home may feed 
swill to a steer or heifer that comes to the 
slaughter-house. 
But we don’t have any 
swill-fed or still-fed stock in California 
such as you ask about.” 
“ Then, that is another reason I should 
think why our meat is healthier?” 
“ Of course it is ; but there isn’t much 
beef fed on still slops anyw here; it’s mostly 
hogs, you know. 
But I claim stall-fed 
stock can t make as good healthful food as 
those that run out the year round.” 
“ Are there no stall-fed cattle killed for 
food in the valleys?” 
“ N o; oh, now and then it may be, but 
it is very rare. 
There is no need of i t ; it 
is not economy.” 
M urros. 
“ We have been talking about beef and 
veal. 
Now, how about m utton?” 
“ Oh, we eat more here, in proportion to 
population, than in any place in 
the 
world.” 
“ Y'ou don’t say ?’’ 
“ It’s true!” 
" 
“ W hy is that?” 
“ Because, first, our mutton is that of the 
younger sheep; 
and next, because the 
meat is better because healthier, and that is 
due. the same as with cattle, to open-air 
raising.” 
“ It is a cheaper meat ?” 
“ Oh. y es! 
That has it’s influence on 
consumption, of course. 
But still I s^y it 
is a hundred per cent, better to taste and 
stomach here.” 
“ At what age do yon kill sheep ?” 
“ In California we kill yearlings and two- 
vear-olds. 
At the East they are three or 
four years old, and I tell you it makes a 
big difference as to the flavor and tender­ 
ness of the mutton.” 
“ And then, the 
sh e e D are healthier 
h e r e ? ” 
“ Oh, yes. 
Look at this sheep's liver. 
See how large, thick and firm it is. 
Y'ou’d 
almost swear it is a calf liver, wouldn't 
you? Turn it over and see how little there 
is of anything but the dark liver. 
Now 
most sheep’s liver at the East is full of gall­ 
stones, and a large part is this white gristly 
growth on the flat side.” 


CALIFORNIA AND EASTERN PORK. 
“ Well the corn-fed pork at the East 
must be better.” 
“ No, it isn't. 
I don’t think it as good as 
that in California.” 
“ W hy9” 
“ For the reason I gave—freedom in air 
and more natural food.” 
“ Can you tell that which has been so 
raised ?’’ 
" Y e s ; the meat is harder, firmer and 
adheres to the bone. 
Come here. 
See this 
dressed bog? Well, feel of it. 
Isn’t the 
fat as hard as if frozen? 
Y’et here you are 
walking about in yonr shirt-sleeves and 
with your hat off, and it is autumn weather. 
Notice how firm the meat is. Exam ine the 
whole row—they are all the same. 
“ What's that about still-fed hogs?” 
“ W hy, the still or swill-fed, penned tip 
hogs don't produce as lirm meat. 
The 
flesh will push off of the bone when we cut 
it up. 
See here : see how the meat clings 
to the bone of this chop. 
Y'ou can't move 
it 
hardly. 
Now 
at 
the 
East 
new- 
killed pork will slip 
about the bone, 
and is not bard like this. I don’t like mast 
(acorn; raised hogs. 
They are as bad as 
the penned up lot. 
The pork ia best that 
runs in the stubble-field. 
Y’ou find at the 
East often that the fat of the pork is oily 
and sort o’ juicy and soft; but you just get 
the stubble-fed hog, the out-o'-doors fellow 
the year round, and there is no better in 
the world.” 
“ Well, but they bring Eastern hams 
here.” 
“ Oh, they beat us in that. We have to 


salt our meat too much. That’s the trou­ 
ble. In curing m y bacon here I salt it 
hard, and then soak it in freqnent fresh 
waters before smoking it, aud so get it in 
good shape.”

THE FORESTERS’ EAT. 


A Very Close M atch a t Pigeon-Shooting; 
Y esterday. 
A t A gricultural P ark yesterday th e F o r­ 
ester G un Club and the Pacific S portsm en’s 
C lub shot the m atch for a supper w hich 
h as for a week or two form ed the subject of 
conversation and discussion am ong those 
w ho delight in th e use o f the shotgun. 
T h e w eather w as delightful, th o u g h p er­ 
haps if there had been a little m ore breeze 
to blow th e sm oke aw ay after th e d is­ 
ch arg e of th e first barrel, th e scores w ould 
h av e been better. 
T h e b irds were a fine 
lo t big and strong as a general thing, and 
m an y o f them , hard h(t, succeeded in car­ 
ry in g th eir loads o f lead outside th e flags. 
T h e shooters w ere in excellent hu m o r, 
a n d th ere was n o t a h ard w ord o r dispute 
from first to last, rendering it w h at the 
people of old w ould designate a “ gentle 
an d joyous ” m eeting. 
T h ere w as a large 
atten d an ce of spectators, wbo evinced m uch 
in terest in th e m atch, an d it really w as a 
very close contest, neith er team ever suc­ 
ceeding in getting m ore th an four b irds in 
th e lead. 
In th e first ro u n d th e Pacifies 
m ad e tw o less m isses th an th e Foresters, 
b u t th e latter im proved in th e second 
ro u n d , and at th e close of th e th ird were 
tw o birds ahead. 
A t th e com m encem ent 
o f th e n in th and ten th rounds the team s 
wore tied. 
A t the beginning o f th e elev­ 
en th th e Pacifies had th e advantage of one, 
b u t th e team s were even w hen th ey began 
th e tw elfth.

Serm on D elivered Y esterday by Rev, 
W . C M errill, o f the Congre­ 
gational Church. 


P riso n ers M ade H appy. 
Ten poor unfortunates—men who once 
had homes where they had a m other’s 
care, a father’s blessing, a sister’s love— 
are confined behind the bars in the city 
prison. 
A departure from the path of rec­ 
titude and parental admonitions, a love for 
strong drink and the violation of one of 
C od’s comm andments—“ Thou shalt not 
steal ”—brought them down in the scale of 
hum anity until the outraged laws of their 
country are compelled to deprive them of 
their liberty. Yesterday, no doubt, the 
m inds of those ten individuals wandered 
back to the time when they were not crim ­ 
inals, were not drunkards, were the loved 
mem bers of a family who annually gath­ 
ered around the roasting turkey and the 
Thanksgiving table. 
The sad reflections of 
this reverie—for the remembrance of their 
m any crimes and shortcomings m ust be 
sad—were somewhat dissipated by the 
feast that was served them in their prison 
cells. To he remembered in such a place 
on Thanksgiving Day is an assurance to 
them that if they would behave like men 
all is not yet lost. Curtis Bros, donated 
ducks and other game, the Pioneer Bakery 
pies and confections, and G. W . Chesley 
and A. Nathan cigars. Jailer l'arren de­ 
livered them a short lecture ou “ tem per­ 
ance and m orality," and presented each 
with a copy of the Ten Commandments. 


A ccid en t a t th o T rack . 
Yesterday afternoon, while Dr. Hicks 
was working George W. Hancock’s filly 
Daisy at A gricultural Park, his right line 
broke, and the horse ran away. The doc­ 
tor, by m eans of the other line, kept the 
anim al in a safe position at the track, and 
she ran around two or three tim es. F ind­ 
ing that she was getting tired he reached 
forward, when at the upper turn of the 
track, took hold of the check, and was 
gradually bringing her to a stop, when a 
young m an ran up, caught the bridle, and 
stopped her so suddenly th at she wheeled 
aside, U|isetting the sulky and throwing 
Dr. Hicks out. 
H e alighted upon his 
shoulder and hip, and the filly, also falling, 
nearly came down on top of him . 
A by­ 
stander ran up and caught the horse by the 
head, holding her down, while others as­ 
sisted the driver to his feet, and he was 
soon conveyed to his resider.ee. J l e was 
severely injured on the hip, but It is not 
thought that any bones were broken.

A t the Union Service held yesterday in 
the First Baptist Church, Rev. W. C. Mer­ 
rill, pastor of the Congregational Church 
delivered the following sermon. 
His text 
was Luke xix., 42: 
“ If thou hadst known, even thou, at 
least in this thy day, the things that per­ 
tain unto thy peace!” 
Hegel, the greatest, perhaps, of the reflec* 
tive or subjective philosophers, once de­ 
clared that “ there are three periods in the 
life of every m an : the yes, the no, and the 
yes again. F irst childhood says yes to the 
parental instruction ; then youth says no 
in self-will and w aywardness; and last of 
all old age comes on and compels the sonl 
to say yes again to the first yes of its early 
vears.” 
Tradition relates of Og, King of 
B ashan.that in an unequal contest he lifted 
an enormous stone to hurl it upon his ad­ 
versary, but the gods suddenly hollowed it 
in the’ middle, and it dropped about his 
neck, there to remain to the end of life. 
Says the poet L ow ell: 
Once to every mnn and nation comes the mo­ 
ment to decide. 
In the strife of Truth with Falsehood, 'tw ixt the 
good and evil side. 
. 
Some great cause, God’s new Messiah, offering 
each the bloom or blight, 
l’arts the goats upon the left hand and the 
sheep upon the right, 
And the choice goes by iorever, for that dark­ 
ness or that light. 
These three thoughts from philosophy, 
tradition and poetry point all the same 
great m o ral: 
that there is in all life a 
lormative period, that is, a period under 
strict and rigid law s; a probationary pe­ 
riod, and a judgm ent day; a time when 
we lay broad and deep the foundations 
upon which we are to build in after years, 
for weal or w oe; a period again when, 
though compelled to build,we shall struggle 
to confirm or modify the action of our 
early years, and a period yet 
again 
when we m ust stand in silent awe to see 
that our past is already become history, and 
all that remains to us is to throw ourselves 
down again, as in early childhood, at our 
m other's knee and seek protective power in 
calm obedience. 
“ The world is full of 
judgm ent days," says Emerson, and we do 
not gainsay the terse aphorism ; but think 
not that sentence is always executed with 
the judgm ent. The findings are carried up 
and up through court after court of stern 
investigation, until one day the final hearing 
comes, and, in the presence of the Supreme 
Power no witnesses are suborned, no juries 
packed, no judges bribed to partial verdicts. 
We are too apt to think that laws deter­ 
mine right and wrong, justice and injustice. 
Sacramento, a few years ago, had 


ONE OF T H E ABLEST W RITERS 
Of journal leaders in this country, and for 
years his words were passed over your 
breakfast-tables as high authority and al­ 
lowed to mold the thought and fashion 
the characters of your youth. W hen I 
asked him one day why he did not expose 
an unjust transaction, in which, by skill­ 
ful m anipulation, the num erous owners in 
a great public business were defrauded of 
their just share of the earnings, he asked if 
they could not be prosecuted by law. 
W hen I answered that they had managed 
the affair so skillfully that they liad actually 
violated no law, but that such an evasion 
did not lessen the injustice of the act, he 
denied vehemently all sym pathy for such 
sentim ent, and declared that liekuew no 
right, no wrong, save such as issued from 
the observance or infringem ent of civil 
law. This idea of the origin of right and 
wrong in hum an life is too widespread by 
much, and hangs upon an utter miscon­ 
ception of the office 
of abstract law. 
Fcrce3 are ill-adjusted ; law seeks to adjust 
them . 
Opposing interests 
clash; 
law 
quells the disturbance by giving precedent 
to the right. 
Law (civil law) is liberal in 
its activity, and determines according to 
the spirit. 
Law, in the healthy exercise of 
its functions, looks to the careful adjust­ 
m ent of the active factors—the formative 
elements of society. 
It does not seek out 
its petty weaknesses and spend its forces in 
analyzing m orbid peculiarities. The stern 
duty"of law is to gather up in one and send 
safely on the great .current of hum anity 
towards 


TH AT OCEAN ON W HOSE W AVELES8 SHORE 
Its jurisdiction forever ends ; instead of al­ 
lowing it to dribble in from a thousand u n ­ 
cared-for brooks and rills. 
Law, then, is 
not creative, but declarative. I.aw does not 
m ake a thing right or wiong by virtue of 
its proclamation. 
Law does not create 
justice; it recognizes it, and bends the 
m ighty forces of hum anity to the protec­ 
tion and projection of man in its attain­ 
m ent. It says: “ This thing is ju st; I beg 
you do it." 
Itsavs: “ This is u n ju st; d o it 
at your peril.’’ The real service, then, of 
law is not to conjure up and infuse into 
some acts that which shall color them 
black, and into other acts a certain essence 
that shall bleach them white. 
It does not 
m ake integrity and honor famous, neither 
does it m ake crime and dishonor infa­ 
mous. 
It does not say : "Y 'ou shall 
labor while it is d ay ;” it announces, “ If 
you spend the day in idleness you m ust go, 
home empty-handed." 
It does not say, 
“ Y'ou shall not work iniquity;" it says 
“ If you sow dragon's teeth, you shall 
reap a harvest of spears and gather them 
into your own bosom.” 
It notes the fact 
that the logic of events is pitiless, within 
certain lines, recognizes the stern fidelity 
of sequence and throws, for the salvation 
of man, a lino of light from prim al cause 
to final issue. This is the office of law, 
and 
while it does not with 
captious 
scrutiny peer over the borders for every 
quirk ol<-'ceentricity,it does define thebouu* 
daries with generous exactness and binds 
man to Ids course for good or ill. The 
physical laws of m ankind are yet more 
unerring and more certain far of execu­ 
tion; but their function in visible activity 
is the same. The laws of physical being 
do not create penalties, they define and 
declare them . Certain lines of conduct in 
the physical organism lead to certain re­ 
sults. 
W hen those lines of conduct, m any 
times repeated, become identical in oper­ 
ation. the succession becomes law and the 
result is inevitable. 
But the law does not 
create the result, it hut declares it. As it 
is itself but formulated by the succession, 
so it but witnesses to the necessary conclu­ 
sion and plants the iron track, henceforth, 
from the action to its end. Now, thus far 
in the dom ain of law we recognize its 
function to be normal, and see the absolute 
necessity that as a universal guide it must, 
within certain limitations, approach to the 
infallible; that 


ITS STANDARDS MUST BE UNCHANGEABLE, 
That it m ust throw its lines of direction 
with unsw erving accuracy from .certain 
cause to sure efiect. But the field of civil 
juricdistion does not embrace all the do­ 
main of law—that is only conventional 
after all—a m atter of convenience among 
individuals, to be set up and overturned at 
will by majorities. 
Even the physical 
laws are only the advance 
guard—the 
picket-line of ethical laws, and the issue 
in these civil and physical territories is 
petty in comparison with the tremendous 
consequences with which law has to do in 
the moral realm . If, now, we value law 
in the civil and physical spheres of hum an 
living as indices of underlying principles, 
which we see by results m ust have exist­ 
ence there, shall we not be equally careful, 
when we follow on or step into the moral 
realm, to discover the existence of world­ 
wide principies underlying these universal 
manifestoes? Shall law split hairs in the 
very vestibule of her temple, and then play 
fast and loose with her holy offices at the 
very foot of the sacred shrines w ithin ? 
Must man travel in the straight grooves of 
law all the way up to the lofty plane of 
moral responsibility, and then shall he be 
allowed to glide oil upon some turn-table 
of indecision, whose wheels run to and fro 
and either way upon the circle of his con­ 
venience or inclination ? All the laws of 
analogy, of development, of logical pro­ 
cession, drive on to the unavoidable con­ 
clusion that m an’s moral nature also, in its 
formative period, m ust be governed by the 
strict teachings ot law, and that law in 
this part of its domain m ust draw its lines 
w ith the same unerring precision 
that 
m arks its exercise elsewhere. "VVe see now 
that the great underlying principles 


W H ICH DETERM INE HUM AN GOOD OR IL L 
Have their exponents in law defined with 
more or less exactness, and th at we judge 
at a glance of the nature of the principles 
by the character of the outcropping laws. 
We see, to advance a step, that the pages of 
history are mottled w ith the wrecks of 
those ‘nations that have burst these legal 
bonds asunder and strayed from the path 
of justice. The records of your crim inal 
Courts are witness to the wild profanation 
of civil strictures, and the story of your 
hospitals and asylums furnish a dark cata­ 


logue of individual woes—the sad entail- 
m ent of violated physical law. But nations 
are only aggregates of individuals, and so 
it needs no long study of the philosophy 
of history to decipher the epitaph that is 
written upon the graves of nations deep- 
bnried beneath the rubbish of the past. 
The pilgrim to Rome asks no secrets of the 
whispering wallflower that clings to its 
niche in the crum bling piles of the Colos­ 
seum. The exile in Egypt, with the eternal 
pyram id at his back, pleads not with the 
giant Sphynx to unravel the mystery that 
veils the tomb of the Pharoahs. ’ The lion 
leaves his jungle to prowl about the mass­ 
ive moon-lit ruins of far-famed Persepolis 
and crouches in the shadows of her dim- 
lit temple aisles, and you ask not the 
wandering Bedouin the sad history of her 
fall. The shouts that shook the mighty 
am phitheater as the blood of a thousand 
gladiators stained red the sands of the 
a re n a ; 
the 
sad 
earth 
that 
drank 
the 
blood 
of 
a 
m illion 
Egyptian 
bondm en who piled the massive m ouum ent 
of fallen greatness; the breeze that wafted 
on to judgm ent the thick breath of Persian 
perfidy—all, all echo and re-echo the words 
of Israel’s prophet, “ Woe unto them that 
put darlftiess for light and light for dark­ 
ness.” Judged by the history of the past, in 
what, shall we conclude, does national 
greatness consist? W ill yon find it in vast 
territory and countless dwellers therein ? 
But those m ighty Persian nations that 
drank, one after another, the bitter cup of 
servitude were almost boundless in terri­ 
tory and as the sands for num bers. W ill 
you say that we shall find it in physical 
force augmented by indomitable will, in­ 
vincible patriotism and armed with all the 
appointm ents of acuteness, intelligence and 
skill? 
But Rome and Casar are words 
resonant with the clangor of shields, the 
rattling of armor, 


T H E THUN DER OF T H E TREAD OF ARM IES, 
And the resounding pieans of perpetual vic­ 
tory. And yet when the finger of destiny 
points the hour, down the very roads 
she 
built 
on 
her 
way 
to 
conquest 
comes 
the 
steady 
tram p, 
tram p 
of 
the blue-eyed German hordes, and the 
Teuton is thundering at the gates ot Rome. 
But you will be more likely to say that we 
shall-find the great desideratum in educa­ 
tion—the one watchword of the age. 
But 
the soft breezes, that m urm ur among the 
ruined walls and solitary columns ot the 
only Athens the world has ever known, 
recall a time 
when 
the same breezes 
whispered in the sacred groves of Plato’s 
Academe ; testify of an hour when art was 
teaipledon that classic spot, and learning 
and culture built, hard by, their one-worhl 
shrine. And those breezes tell us more 
than this. They breathe the name of So­ 
crates, and in sad icolian strains, tell us 
that he walked among his fellow men and 
put his finger all in vain upon the canker 
that was eating 
out his nation's life. 
“ Knowledge is power”—none knew it so 
well as h e ; but vice respects no power save 
righteousness, and in her absence no tem ­ 
ple is sacred, no shrine is free from its 
polluting touch. 
In the light of universal history, the 
foundations of our nation's life were laid. 
The founders looked well into the past and 
builded into it no false material. 
But they 
could not see into the future. The reality 
of to-day is more rem arkable than the 
mythology of yesterday. 
Pact has out­ 
stripped fable in the race. The m yths of 
the ancients were but hidden prophecies 
of what was then yet to be. A laddin's 
lam p is but a feeble rush-light beside the 
marvels of spiritism and the prestidigator’s 
art. W e lie on our beds with seven-leagued 
boots for our pillow, and travel on the 
wings of the lightning to the utterm ost 
parts of the earth, aud the past is wrapped 
in a cloud of mist. 


SURVEYED FROM T H E DIZZY HIG HT 
Of the present, sphynx and obelisk and 
pyramid stand out as mere m onuments 
ot 
brute 
force 
on 
the 
background 
of the past, and serve only to give per­ 
spective 
to 
the 
trium phs 
of 
to­ 
day. Traveling at such a rate of speed, it 
is not to be wondered at if we have come 
far from the hom e of our childhood. 
It 
would be very strange if, in our flying jour­ 
ney, we have not lost somewhat of the sim ­ 
plicity of youth, and the trust and confi­ 
dence and reverence that marked our early 
years. In the white heat of our enthu­ 
siasm the old days send a chill through our 
frames. 
Under our noon-day sun the 
morning of life lies in the cool light of a 
winter’s dawn. The past does not invite 
us, though we feel that the fever of this 
flimsy present is fast burning its way to the 
citadel of life. This of individual, and 
the same is true of our national life. It 
lias more than kept even pace with our 
social progress. It has taken along with it 
even less, perhaps, of the prim itive sim ­ 
plicity and honesty of childhood. 
It has 
become a man without the connecting link 
of youth’s experience which should al­ 
ways lie between childhood and age. 
I 
said we have traveled fast and far. 
If I 
may borrow a trite illustration, it was a 
long wav from the wolf that suckled Rom­ 
ulus and Remus to the m other who dan- 
died a CVsar on her knee. It was farther 
still from the rising of that wave of bar­ 
barism which came rolling out of the 
north to hurl itself in an overwhelming 
torrent upon the Eternal City, down to the 
day when from the little harb’or of Delft- 
haven a devoted band bade 


FAREW ELL TO HOM E AND FRIEN DS, 
And with God and the frail keel of the 
Mayflower their only refuge, they took re­ 
ligious liberty for their guiding star, and 
steered for the open sea. But, believe me, 
it is not farther from the fabled lupine den 
that sheltered the unknow n founder of 
Rome down to “ that m ighty Roman Sen­ 
ate which on curule chairs ruled Italy and 
the worid 
it is not farther from the day 
our Teuton fathers came out of the Teuto- 
berger forest to bury their battle axes in the 
gates of Rome, down to that greater day 
when their better sons knelt w ith loyal 
hearts on Plym outh Rock, and with heads 
bared to the breeze, on that great altar ol 
Alm ighty God, dedicated this land to civil 
and religious liberty, so to stand until 
Governments be no more. 
And, ton, 
it is not farther from Plym outh Rock 
to the Golden Gate than it is from the 
simple, childish faith that, in the cabin of 
the Mavflower, legislated for this incipient 
republic, down to the cool, calculating god­ 
lessness that to day m anipulates the cre­ 
dulity of the m any for the am bition of the 
few. ’ That little white-crested wave of civ­ 
ilization which began its onward flow at 
Plym outh Rock should have moved across 
this land like a billow of light. 
Its every 
crest should have been tipped with the sil­ 
very light of love to God, and even-handed 
justice ot a quite heavenly order should 
have been the strong undercurrent that 
bore resistlessly on. 
Y'ou know how fitfully and partially the 
hopes of those noble builders have been 
fulfilled. Y'ou know what pirate ships 
have hoisted their black flags of vice and 
crime unrebuked above the swelling tide 
of progress. Y'ou know wliat m ined homes 
and broken hearts and blighted lives have 
struggled on against terrible odds, only at 
last to go down beneath the waves of ad­ 
verse fate. And still our great Ship oí 
State rides on, and some of us fail to hear 
the m utterings of the coming storm. God 
grant that our rulers hear and learn, before 
it be too late, “ the things that belong unto 
our peace.” 
There are two periods when the life of a 
nation is in mortal peril. The first is when 
that nation thinks it has all there is of 
God, and then it will die of 


TH E PRY-BOT OF ITS OWN SELFISHNESS 
And sclf-conceit; and the second is that 
point when the nation concludes that it is 
able to dispense with God altogether. T h 
first was ancient Israel, and she m et the 
the fate that was foretold in prophecy and 
inevitable; towards the second our own 
nation is traveling with almost lightning 
speed. Christ looked down upon his be­ 
loved Jerusalem , and thought of its certain 
fate and wept at its awful destiny. 
It may 
be that on some invisible Mount Olivet the 
prophet of our future stands to-day with 
eyes suffused with tears. 
It will not do to 
imagine that because we are moving as on 
the wings of the wind that we have out­ 
stripped God in ourprogress. It will not do, 
because we have followed largely our own 
wills, to forget th at there is a higher will. 
Nations as well as men have but one alter­ 
native ; they are ruled by an inevitable 
fate or they are guided by a supreme and 
heavenlvlaw ; and both one and the other 
declare,’ “ The soul that sinneth it shall 
die.” 
And the man or nation that would 
ignore the prescient will of God must, soon 
or late, rush into the arm s of a blind and 
iron destiny. The moment we commence 
to read God out of our counsels we begin 
to build into the foundations of govern­ 
m ent wood, hay and stubble, which shall 
be burned with fire. Y'ou have the world- 
history for 4,000 years. Nation after nation 
has forgotten God and has drunk the cup of 
her own iniquities to the bitter dregs—and 
from Egypt the m ighty, down to little pat­ 
riotic l ’oland, “ suicide" is written upon 
the graves of one and all. They “ knew 
not the things that pertained unto their 
peace." 
And what shall I say briefly and 
in closing, of our own great State, set here 
bv A lm ighty God, I honestly believe, to 
guard this Golden Gate. 
It is a beautiful 
State, rich beyond precedent in its re­ 
sources; great, beyond calculation, in the 
scope and m ultiplicity of its possibilities; 
terrible, in the nature and weight of its 


awful reponjibilities. Italy has no skies 
fairer- Switzerland has not scenery more 
sublimely b e a u tih J; its valleys are the 
fairest of the fair; its rolling stream s and 
babbling brooks are instítK t w ith

W here was their h o m e; the grandest land­ 
scape (so varied in its scenery) in all the 
world is this great State of ours ; w hat will 
you m ake of it ? W hatever you are, ye 
dwellers in this State of ours, that will she 
be, and be forever. Y'ou are inviting im ­ 
migration to this shore. If you open the 
door to them upon a land of churches, of 
scLools reared upon foundations of m oral­ 
ity and truth ;

the evil, you will have im m igration in ex­ 
cess of your demand. Y'ou will have it of 
that type vou need—home-loving, law- 
abiding, wealth-producing, taxpaying citi­ 
zens—capable of building into this State 
m aterial that shall stand all the storms of 
coming years. But you may advertise and 
laud and applaud your State to the end of 
time, and if homedoving, law-abiding, tax­ 
paying home-seekers look in upon a field 
where moral perceptions are blunted, in ­ 
capable of quick response to the danger 
signals of virtue and honor and integrity ; 
where churches are utterly disregarded by 
business men, stared out of countenance 
by the bold indilference of a merely plea­ 
sure-seeking people; 
saloons imposing 
poverty 24 hours a day and 365 days in the 
year upon the inhabitants, and no man 
saying hold te the outrageous tax imposed 
by the consequent vice and crim e; if, in a 
word, you do not offer high inducem ent to 
moral growth, you will have an im m igra­ 
tion, 
and an' imm igration only, of the 
indiiferent 
and 
the 
godless, 
and 
there 
will 
be 
w ritten 
upon 
your 
towns 
and 
cities 
the 
epitaph that 
you may see stamped indelibly upon so 
m any individual lives: 
“ Unstable as wa­ 
ter, thou shalt not excel.” 
Hollow a 
cavity upon the sea shore and it will not 
more surely fill w ith water to the level of 
the tide than imm igration of a certain type 
will respond to whatever invitation in kind 
you hold out to it upon these shores. The 
quality of imm igration that will answer to 
your call will be assimilated to the elem ent 
into which it flows. M ultiply amusements 
and agents of frivolity ;

And treat crim elw ith lenience; write that 
line upon the ’open page of California's 
history to-day, and a generation or a cen­ 
tury hence, when that page shall have been 
filled out, be sure that line, the record of 
to-day, will be found in harm ony with the 
context. 
W hat history you are writing is 
im perishable; all subsequent history can­ 
not blot it out. Nay, all subsequent history 
will be colored by the writing. 
Individual 
hum an lives are inconsistent, visionary 
and illogical ofttimes ; but the aggregate of 
hum an lives is national destiny, and that 
is irresistible loffic, im m utable tendency 
and iron fate.

yet the port is healthy and yellow fever 
has not appeared. 
Peruvian advices say Congress has au­ 
thorized the Executive to m ake a contract 
for tiie reconstruction of the llo and Mo- 
juegua Railway. 
Congress has conferral the rank of Gen­ 
eral of Division on President Caceres. 
The Budget deficit of $500,000 Las been 
provided tor by a tax on tobacco. 
The expelled Jesuits have left for the 
north. 
Chilean advices report great activity on 
the part of the Liberals in working for the 
municipal elections. 
Small pox has reappeared at Talca in 
a very m alignant form. 


A F o o lish a n d S tu b b o rn B e lte r 
In the efficacy of certain remedies of vio­ 
lent action, is the besetting foible of the 
ignorant and prejudiced.

A n In c re a sed A rm y th e B e s t A ssu ra n ce 
o f P e a c e . 
[By telegraph to th e R ecord-Union.1 
B erlin, November 25th.—The Reichstag 
was opened to-day by H err Van Boetuy- 
cher, M inister of the Interior, who read the 
speech from the throne, in which the 
Emperor says the policy of the Empire— 
which enjoys peaceful relations with all 
States —is in favor of the m aintenance of 
concord among all the Powers. The influ­ 
ence which accrues to Germany from her 
love of peace, and from the universal con­ 
fidence reposed in the Empire, is owing 
to the fact that Germany is not concerned 
in the pending questions, and from the 
Em peror's close friendship wit t the two 
neighboring Courts. The speech announces 
that a measure will he introduced to raise 
the effective strength of the German army, 
which he says is justified by the increasing 
armies of neighboring States. The meas­ 
ure, he says, is indispensable to German 
security. 
The resources 
required will 
be raised by increasing the m atriculatorv 
contributions and applying them to the 
public credit. The Em peror alto mentions 
the measure to extend the workm en’s acci­ 
dent insurance. The Government abandons 
taxation reform until the people more 
clearly recognize its necessity. The text of 
that part of the Em peror's speech relating 
to the septennate bill is as follows: 
"B y 
the law of May 6, 1880, the peace effective 
force was fixed until March 31, 1888. Our 
m ilitary system, therefore, requires renew­ 
ing on a legal basis. The army is a guar­ 
antee of lasting protection and of the bless­ 
ings of peace. 
Although the policy of the 
Em pire is always pacific, Germany—in 
view of the development of the military 
establishm ents of neighboring States—can­ 
not longer defer increasing her defensive 
force, especially for peace effectiveness. A 
bill, therefore, will be subm itted providing 
for an increase, to take effect from the be­ 
ginning of the new financial year.” The 
Emperor is in accord w ith the Federal 
Government, and feels confident that the 
necessity for the demand, which is in ­ 
dispensable in the interests of national 
security, will be recognized with full de­ 
term ination by the whole German people 
and their representatives. 
The 
pacific tone ol the speech has 
strengthened the Bi *~;e, and there was a 
large buying to-day of Austrian, Russian 
and H ungarian securities. 
It is expected 
that the septennate bill, when presented to 
the Reichstag, will be imm ediately referred 
to a Commission of twenty-one members, 
thus postponing the critical debate on the 
measure until January. 


T o m o rro w 's G r e a t T r o t . —The horses, 
with the exception of Oliver K., have been 
doing their preparatory work at Oakland 
Park, where they have all shown up in 
excellent form. In such cases the trials of 
speed give no sure criterion of their per­ 
formance in an actual race, but after the 
fine weather set in and the track was in 
fair going, H arry Wilke3 showed a mile in 
2:16}, Charles H ilton in 2:17. Arab in 2:19, 
with the last half in 1:07] ; Guy W ilkes iu 
2:15], and Antevolo at about Arab’s notch. 
As to Oliver K. there are doubts as to his 
making an appearance, as it is a very long 
journey from Los Angeles, but, from re- 
!>orts, he, too, is in excellent condition for 
the fray.—S. F. Chroride. 


A SAVAGE TAR. 


R o u g h E x p e rie n c e w ith a n E n r a g e d S p a n ­ 
is h S a ilo r. 


C h ic a g o , November 25th.—The Times' 
New York special of November 24th says : 
The Am erican ship Granite State arrived 
here to-day from 51anila, after a passage of 
130 days. The Captain says his experience 
on the trip has rarely been equaled on the 
itigh seas, and tells an extrai rdinary story. 
The subject of the tale was a Spanish sailor 
named Salares. 
In the m iddle of October 
the ship was iu the south A tlantic with un­ 
favorable winds. Salares one m orning re­ 
fused to do some work, and on being ap­ 
proached by the Captain and two of the 
crew he stepped toward the forehatcli. 
which was partly open, and shouted, " I f 
you come near me I'll set fire to the cargo.” 
The men continued to move forward. They 
had just readied the after-end of the fore­ 
castle, when Salares 
pulled a box of 
matches from his pocket, and after igniting 
one, held it aloft to show that he could 
carry out his design. 
The vessel was loaded with oil. The en­ 
raged Spaniard th en lowered him self down 
through the hatch on the top tier of cases 
of oil, and crawling up forward into the 
eyes of the ship secreted him self between 
the cargo. All efforts to get him out that 
evening proved fruitless, and all passed an 
anxious night. 
In the m orning the Cap­ 
tain and three men went down after him. 
When they discovered him he hud armed 
himself bv fastening a sheath-knife on a 
shovel handle. W ith this he made a lnnge 
at the Captain. The knife landed on the 
wrist of the hand which held a lantern and 
it was almost severed from the arm hy the 
blow, and the lantern fell to pieces on the 
oil cases. The flames from it burst up, and 
but for the Captain’s presence of m ind a 
frightful disaster would have occurred. 
The Captain, wounded as he was,succeeded 
in extinguishing the Hames, while in dis­ 
may the men retreated to the deck. 
A few hours after this a second attem pt 
to capture the Spaniard was made. Two 
of the sailors now carried pistols, but 
though they fired nearly thirty shots in all 
directions ‘the Spaniard escaped injury. 
After the charges had been exhausted Sa­ 
lares began his work. 
He crawled silently 
upon the men, and witli a sheath-knife 
nearly cut in twain the back of one of the 
Danish sailors. Following up the slaughter 
he stabbed Samuel Roberts in the left eye 
and Alexander Cregg in the left arm. 
He 
then moved farther forward. 
For an hour 
the crew searched about the cargo without 
falling across Salares, but they finally found 
him wedged between two boxes. 
H e was 
dying, having cut his throat, and ten m in­ 
utes after being brought on deck he died. 
The wounded sailors are still very weak, 
and one of them will probably die.
